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FOGGY BOTTOM THEN 


How many present-day Bottomites remember when 
the outer edge of Foggy Bottom was the location of 
an "Embassy Row'', including the British Embassy 
(Columbia Hospital site), the Mexican Embassy (the 
Weather Bureau is there now, or the Canadian Em- 
bassy (the building was only recently torn down and 
is now a parking lot adjacent to Coller's Liquors)? 


Who remembers when Capital Traction, forerunner 
of D. C. Transit, ran a street car line - mainly for 
the benefit of employees of Christian Heurich Brew- 
ery - up 25th Street, down Pennsylvania Avenue and 
down 26th Street to G? To complete the route, they 
traveled east on G to 19th Street, then north on 19th 
to Pennsylvania and back to Foggy Bottom. Fare in 
those days? Five cents! 


How many of you bought groceries from one of the 
two grocers in Snow's Court? On the corner of Eye 
and 25th? From Burns' Grocery at 26th and F? At 
the Safeway at 26th and K? 


Did you ever goto the open air theater at Washington 
Circle ( Lewis Hotel Training School) or at 26th and 
K Streets (Sealtest) to see plays or silent movies? 


Those who remember any of these are really ''old- 
time" Bottomites and may remember some of these 
things too: the apartment house at 2500 K Street is 
the site on ‘which was a nurses' home. Diagonally 
across the street (Washington Circle Apartments ) 
was the De Francisco Statue Co. which featured an 


enormous statue of Bacchus with his grapes. 
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The area bars were supplied, at least in part, by the 
two neighborhood breweries: Heurich's and another 
(Armand's ?) at what is now scheduled for Columbia 
Plaza. / 

If things got too rowdy, in all likelihood policeman 
Pat Gray would have ridden up on horseback to take 
care of the situation. Pat was well knowh for chas- 
ing down culprits in his saddle. Eventualities of an 
evening among the bars would lead residents to the 
corner of 25th and Pennsylvania, where the Wm. P. 
Herpst Co. was located for 72 years, to obtain some 
kind of cure for their hangover (and it's probably a 
present day subsequence too, since Columbia Drug 
Store is now located on that spot). For those that a 
patent medicine couldn't help, Dr. Moran (reputedly 
one of the finest women doctors ever) was just a few 
steps down Pennsylvania Avenue, as was Dr. South- 
ern, to ease their pain. 


The Westover Apartments (present location of Gold 
Liquors) had a little lawn out front where many tea 
parties were held. Had any of the residents wished 
to move across town, across country, or across the 
hall, Foggy Bottom's own Littlefield Transfer Co. - 
one of the city's largest - would have obliged. They 
would have had their battery and tire needs serviced 
just up the Avenue at Spencer's Battery Shop, which 
for many years occupied the present Coller's Liquor 
building. 


The early German and Irish housewives in the area 

could, in their spare time, shop at the little novelty 

shop located on the northwest corner of 25th Street 

at Eye, or lren could gather for gossip in the park 
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Ex x 


Responding to the resolution of the Association that 
certain streets be repaved in Foggy Bottom (derived 
from Bill Simon's survey), the Highway Department 
has included the following in 1966 and 1967 budgets: 


24th Street, from Eye to K Street 

New Hampshire Avenue, from H to Eye Street 
G Street, from 23rd to 24th Street 

25th Street, from H to Pennsylvania Avenue 
26th Street, from Eye to L Street 

H Street, from 24th to New Hampshire Avenue 


While 1966 and 1967 seem a long way off, the only 
way to get such projects is to have them incorpora- 
ted in planning and budgeting which necessarily has 
to be done well in advance. 


Our latest resolution, regarding possible parks, has 
already been acted upon. Highway Director H. L. 
Aitken has asked Mr. Albert A. Grant, Chief Engi- 
neer, Office of Planning and Programming, to make 
a study of the possibility of using leftover land from 
the highway program west of 26th Street for parks 
and other recreational purposes. Again, a long road 
to travel, but we are encouraged by the cooperative 
attitude of Mr. Aitken and his associates. 


A study we hope will lead to more lighting in Hughes 
Mews has been undertaken by the Highway Depart- 
ment. 


A complaint has been filed against the parking lot at 
25th and H Streets since the lot is not paved with an 
impervious material as required and the sidewalks 
have been broken up and eroded over.

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QUALIFICATIONS TO VOTE IN 1964 


Although it is a little early for us to register and to 
vote in the 1964 Presidential Election, a number of 
the residents of Foggy Bottom have indicated a de- 
sire to know more about what is required in order 
for them to be able to participate in the elections. 


The following information, taken from a District of 
Columbia Republican Committee News Release, is a 
portion of several speeches made earlier this year 
by the Committee Chairman, Mr. Carl Shipley. 


There is a widespread misunderstanding on the part 
of District residents on qualifications to register 
and vote in the general election for President and 
Vice President of the United States in 1964. That 
election will be held here and throughout the United 
States on Tuesday, November 3, 1964. Any District 
resident, who is a U. S. citizen and does not claim 
a voting residence or a right to vote in any state or 
territory, and who has resided in the District con- 
tinuously for one year prior to November 3, 1964, 
and who is or will be 21 years of age on that date, 
and who has never been convicted of a felony in the 
United States, or if he has been, has been pardoned, 
and who has not been adjudicated mentally incompe- 
tent, is qualified to vote. 


With these qualifications, a voter can register on 
and after January 1, 1964. The registry will open 
on January 1 and will remain open until September 
19, 1964, except for the 45 day period from March 
21 to May 5. A primary election will be held on 
May 5 for Party officers and officials and delegates 
to the Republican and Democratic national conven- 
tions. In order to register, a District resident 
must execute a registration affidavit by signature 
or mark (unless prevented by physical disability) on 
a form prescribed by the Board of Elections. That 
affidavit will show that the person registering meets 
each of the requirements as to age, residence, etc., 
outlined above. Any person registering does not 
have to show any political party affiliation in order 
to vote for President and Vice President. 
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To register and vote in the primary a person simply 
executes the registration affidavit prepared by the 
Board of Elections sometime between January 1 and 
March 21, 1964, the date on which the registry will 
close until after the primary to be held on May 5. 
He must show his party affiliation. 


What political party officers will be elected in the 
May 5 primary in 1964? Persons who register as 
Republicans will be permitted tovote for the follow- 
ing Party officials: Republican National Committee- 
man, Republican National Committeewoman, and 9 
Delegates to the Republican National Convention, 9 
Alternate Delegates to the Republican National Con- 
vention, and 25 Members of the Republican State 
Committee for the District of Columbia. Persons 
who register as Democrats will be able to vote for 
the same Democratic Party officials. 


More information can be obtained from the District 
Committee of either political party and, as specific 
information is available, the NEWS will publish it 
so that all eligible residents of the Bottom will have 
the necessary information and be able to exercise 
their right to vote -- many for the first time.

Early Bottomites remember the days when everyone 
approaching the vicinity of 26th and F Streets rana 
risk of being chased by Huckster Biddy's dogs. Her 
house was identifiable both by the dogs and by the 
American Flag that always flew there. 


The Bottom is (or at least was) not without its bit of 
Washingtonian glory. Long since torn down, Peters 
House — at one time a fashionable private residence 
that later became an apartment house — located be- 
tween 26th and 27th on K Street, was one of the au- 
thentic ''George Washington Slept Here" houses. 


The information for this article was obtained from 
one of Foggy Bottom's staunchest supporters anda 
true ''old-time'' Bottomite. He was born here and 
has lived here all his life. Known to almost every- 
one as either 'Frank"', or "Frank, The Barber", he 
is Frank Vimisa, who, as did his father before him, 
operates Foggy Bottom's oldest commercial estab- 
lishment: Frank's Barber Shop - just below 25th on 
the Avenue for more than sixty-five years. 


Frank is no exception to the generally accepted idea 
of barbers. He can, and does, talk freely on many 
subjects -- from the days of Sunday morning crap- 
shooting at the ''Old Choppin' Block" to present day 
sports and politics. He is the person to see if you 
would like to hear interesting stories about Foggy 
Bottom - Then.
